Antisemitic Letter to 


From our Parliamentary — 
Correspondent 


- The writing of an antisemitic letter 
by Mr. Colin Jordan, National 
Organiser of the British National 
Party, to an M.P. has been held by 
the Committee of Privileges to be a 
breach of privilege of the House of 
Commons.

Leaflets in Leeds
